The Provident Savings Bank Sus- 
pends Payment. 


Almon B. Thomson, the Cashier, 
an Embezzler. 


Sensational Petition for the Appoint- 
ment of a Receiver. 


Nearly One Million Dollars on Deposit 
in the Bank. 


¢ 


The Depositors Nearly All Poor People or 
of Limited Means—The Defalcation Dis- 
covered Last Saturday — Thomson’s 
Whereabouts Unknown—What the Di- 
rectors Say—The Receiver Asserts the 
Depositors Will Get Dollar for Dollar. 


Great excitement was occasionec on the 
streets this morning and in business cir- 
cies by rumors of the shakiness in con- 
nection with the Provident Savings Bank. The 
feverishness developed into consternation and 
the rumors became official charges when, at 
the hour of noon, the doors were closed and 
locked and the placard posted on the window 
to the effect that the bank had suspended pay- 
ment. At the same time Mr. Carlos 
B. Greeley and some directors appeared in the 
Circuit Court and filed a petition fora Re- 
ceiver, alleging that the cashier of the bank, 

MR. ALMON B. THOMSON, 3 
had embezzied sums amounting to over $40,000 
which had already been positively discovered. 


The petitioners aver that the deposits 
with the institution amount to $1,000,- 
000 and that the assets are in 
excess of this liability by $180,000. 


The probability, however, isthat these assets 
will not realize the amounts at which they 
are estimated, and that their shrinkage will 
prevent the bank’s paying dollar for dollar. 

Mr. Thomson, the cashier, is a well- 
known man in business and social 
circles, having been a prominent figure 
in many public movements. He is a 
Mason in high standing, being at the present 
time Commander of Ivanhoe Commandery of 
the Knights Templar. He is also Presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Light Artillery 
and has been connected with several artists’ 
organizations. He was one of the charter 
membets of the old St. Louis Sketch Club and 
has always been an encouraging patron of art. 
He was also Treasurer othe St. Louis Club 
until the first of last Jamuary. 

MR. THOMSON’S WHEREABOUTS 
are not known. It was given out at the 
beginning of the week that he had gone to 
the State encampment of the militia being 
held at Sweet Springs, but advices from 
that place are to the effect that he has not 
beenthere. At his home, 3002 Chestnut street, 
his family claim to. bein ignorance of his move- 
ments. His wife says that he left ostensibly 
with the militia on Sunday morning, since 
which time he has not communicated with her. 
The gentleman’s regimental uniform hangs 
silent but éloguent in the closets of the bank. 

Mr. Thomson’s father and brother are.both 
livingin the city. The latter is employed as 
an accountant at the Bank of Commerce. The 

father is a gentleman of means and is stop- 
ping at the St. James Hotel. 

The cashier’s bond is regarded as amply 
sufficient to cover the losses hy his defalca- 
tion. 

Mr. Thomson was a regular attendant of the 
Church of the Messiah, and at one time was a 
Deputy Clerk in the Circuit Court. 

THOMAS H. SWAIN, 
Vice-President of the bank, was seen just 
after the doors closed. He very courteously 
referred the reporter tothe petition for facts. 
He said flatly that Mr. Thomson was. the 
cause of the whole trouble. 

‘*‘How much did he get away with?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

‘*Oh, we don’t know yet. In the petition we 
allege that the amount exceeds $40,000. It is 
that much, anyhow.’’ 

‘*What could he have done with it?’’ 

‘‘IT don’t know,I am sure. We will have 
enough to pay every dollar we owe, but we 
saw aruncoming onus, and we knew if we 
allowed that to occur that those who came last 
would get nothing. Positively, we will be able 
to pay every penny we owe.’’ 

*‘One of your tellers said Mr. Thomson is 
sojourning in Sweets Springs. Do you know 
if he is there?’’ 

‘‘I don’t think he was ever there; at least 
not recently. I have no idea where he is,’’ 

WwW. P. MULLEN, 

a director, said he could say nothing of the 
trouble because he knew nothing. This was 
afew moments before the bank closed its 
doors. The reporter asked why it was that he 
knew nothing. He replied: ‘‘Simply because I 
don’t, but I will investigate and find out with- 
in an hour.’’ In ten minutes after this the 
doors were closed.

THE ALLEGATIONS. 


Carlos Greeley’s Petition to the Court—The 
Cashier’s Defalcation. 

Ex-Judge Adams of Boyle, Adams & Mc- 
Keighan shortly before noon to-day presented 
to Judge Lubke in chambers a petition for the 
appointment of areceiver for the Provident 
Savings Bank. The petition is entered 
by Carlos 8. Greeley,a larger stockholder than 
any one in the bank. It is directed against 
the Provident Savings Bank and the directors: 
James 8. Garland, Almon B. Thomson, Thos. 
H. Swain, Wm. C. Mullen, Geo. Scott, 
Chas. B. Greeley and Chas. H. Smith. 
The petition states that the bank was organ- 
ized January 21, 1884, with a capital stock of 
$200,000. J. 8. Garland is the president of the 
bank, and A. B. Thomson is the cashier; Thos. 


rug Co., 


H, Swain, vice-president. The charter provided 


— 


tor nine directors, but there are only seven. 


Mr. Greeley states that the other stockholders 


are widely scat dad and own small numbers 
of shares. In February last the Pres- 
ident, James _ 8. Garland, wag. ita- 
ken ill and was compelled to 


abandon all active interest in the affairs of the 
bank. For six months past he has been ab- 
sent from the city, and has consequently 
given no attention to the business of the 


bank. 
THE ACTIVE DAILY MANAGEMENT 


has therefor devolved upon Almon B. Thom- 
son, and he has largely assumed the the duties 
of the president in addition to his duties as 


cashier. Hitherto Mr. Greeley alleges 
in his petition that Mr. Thomson 
has been relied upon by  aill the 


stockholders as a faithful, honest and efficient 
officer, and was always regarded as an efficient 
representative of all interestsin the bank. On 
the morning of the 12th inst. he did not appear 
at the bank, although he was always 
regularand prompt in his attendance in the 
pust. He has not appeared at the bank since, 
and Mr, Greeley alleges that itis his belief 
that Mr. Thompson does not intend to ap- 
pear there any more, and moreover his 
present whereabouts are unknown tothe di- 
rectors ofthe bank. Mr. Greeley further al- 
leges that only a partial investigation of the 
books has disclosed the fact that said 

CASHIER ALMON B. THOMSON HAS EMBEZZLED 
and fraudulently appropriated to hisown use 
a large sum of money belonging to the bank in 
excess of $40,000. By reason of the confidence 


reposed in the cashier and his 
general direction of the bank’s  busi- 
ness it is possible that upon 


an examination ofthe books of the bank in 
detall a larger deficiency may be shown than 
the sum already discovered. It is, therefore, 
necessary, in the interest of all the creditors, 
as well as the stockholders, to suspend the 
daily operations of the bank and close its 
doors inorder that a committee of experts 
may make a thorough examination of the 
books and ascertain the actual condition of 
the assets and liabilities, as well 
us the amount of the embezzlement. 
Mr. Greely states further that Mr. Chas. B. 
Greeley, one of the directors, is absent from 
the city and does not intend to return for 
some time. His aid, therefore, cannot 
be obtained in getting at the books 
and knowledge of the business of the 
bank. Messrs. Swain, Mullen, Scott and 
Smith are the only directors who can be 
reached at this time, and as they do not con- 
stitute a majority of the board they cannot 
take any action. —

Mr. Greely states, however, in his petition, 
that to the best of his knowledgeand belief the 
real estate, stocks, Londs and securities of the 
bank will not realize the amount of 
money stufed inthe schedule above, but on 
the contrary, alarge deduction ought to be 
made in determining the real value ofthe 
assets. Mr. Greely further alleges 
that the assets on immediate de- 
mand are not available to 
pay all demands against the bank, and that 
attachment suits and vexatious and costly lit- 
igation willensue unless the court interferes 
atonce to prevent such action. To avoida 
scattering of the assets and a waste ofthe 
estate in lawyers’ expenses and costs a 
receiver should at once be appointed to take 
charge of the bank and carefully distribute 
the assets. Ifsucha course is followed Mr, 
Greeley believes it to be barely possible that 
a surplus might remain for the stock- 
holders, and he believes that a_ careful 
management on the part of the receiver will 
result in paying all the depositors in full. 

JUDGE LUBKE, 
after carefully perusing the petition, said that 
the case presented was one which made 
a strong showing for the appointment 
of a receiver and he would appoint President 
Wm. H. Thompson of the Bank of Commerce, 
requiring him to give bond in the sum of 
$1,000,000. The receiver was directed to close 
the bank doors at once. 
THE BOND. 

Judge Adams said thatthe bond of Cashier 
Thomson wasa good one; that Mr. Greeley 
figured upon it, as well as Mr. Thomson’s 
father, and that it would be made good at 
once in full. 

Among the bank officials it was generally 
understood that Mr. Thomson had gone to 
Sweet Springs to the military encampment 
and it was no little matter of surprise to them 
yesterday todiscover his uniform as a mem- 
ber of the Cavalry Company stowed away ina 
corner ofthe bank-vauit. It was then that 
suspicion was aroused among the people at 


the bank.

AT THE BANK. 


Crowds of Poor Depositors Waiting Around 
the Doors. 


About the bank building, at 513 Olive 


street, there was the usual variety of 
scenes’. that attends such 4a catas- 
trophe. The savings being in = such 


small sums the street in front of the bank and 
the alley onthe east side were choked with 
people within an hour after the first closing. 
As those who first came grew tired and moved 
away their places were filled by others, who 
walked up and down and around look- 
ing at the building from all 
points of view, just as one 
wanders around the brink of Niagara after 
something of great value has been swept away 
in the torrent below. There were women 
crying and trying to get as near the doors 
as possible and the two policemen 
stationed at the front doorcould not keep the 
sidewalk clear. Graduaily the crowd, which 


| confined itself to a line reaching up to the 


doors, 8welled until it overflowed the curb, 
reached out to the car tracks, and there 
breaking to let the cars through, clustered 
around the sidewalks on the opposite side, 
the lamp-posts supporting eager groups 
of idiers or losers, and the stairways 
leading up from the street being thronged. 
Young men fraternized with old, and young 
ladies shook hands with or.kissed tearfully 
any old woman who seemed to be in the 
same distress with them. Bootblacks were 
there and newsboys stood around bewailling the 
ill luck that caused them to place their money 
within the big vaultsinside. ‘‘Come, Billy,’’ 
said one newsboy to another, as he tried to 
sympathize with his dirty eolleagee, ‘*brace 
up. Let’s get some cigarettes.’ 

‘‘No,’’ was the sad reply; ‘‘I Gon’t-qmene 
nothin’ Dut stabs now.’’ 
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As a POST-DISPATCH reporter was talking 
through the outside window bars to Vice- 


President Swain a man about 30 
came up and said in a trembling 
voice: ‘‘Say, I’vé got all my money in there, 


and if Idon’t get it out I’ll have to close my 
doors and shut up business.’’ 

‘*‘How much have you got in there!’’ 

**Nearly $2,000—all I’ve got.’’ 

**Well, I guess you can make some arrange- 
ment for getting your money by calling on H. 
W. Thompson. Idon’t say youcan get your 
money; it’s only an opinion of mine,’’ 

The man turned away with scarcely a gleam 
of hope in his eyes and the reporter was 
crushed up against the wall by the surge, as 


others crowded up to pour their 
complaints into Mr. Swain’s ear. 
The latter, however, moved away, and 


the mass of men took their fingers off the 
dusty window ledge and fell back to go out 
toward the front again and speculate over and 
over again as tothe chances of getting any- 
thing, and looking despairingly at the notice 
on the door, reading: 
**Olosed by order of the St. 

Court. Wa. H. THompson, 


Louis Circuit 
Receiver.’’

WHEN DISCOVERED. 


The Vice-President of the Bank Discovers 
the Shortage Monday. 


The discovery of the defalcation was made 
by Vice-President Swain, but exactly how 
the bank people refused to say. He had 
suspected that the business was not 
properly conducted, and when Mr. Thomson 
did .not appear Monday morning an in- 
vestigation was begun. It was 
hurried and incomplete, and as 
a result of it the conclusion was reached that 
the cashier’s shortage would amount 
to at least $40,000, the amount 
alleged in Carlos 8. Greeley’s com- 
plaint. Thomson’s wife was atthe bank yes- 
terday and said her husband had gone to 
the encampment at Sweet Springs, Mo. 
She did not seemto know and persons who 
saw her aftirm she did not know that he was a 
defaulter and had absconded. 


Thomson’s Bond. 


Theamount of Thomson’s bond was $30,000, 
with Carlos S. Greeley’s and Mr. Thomson’s 
father’s names upon it. ‘It is believed the 
bond is good and can be recovered upon to 
the full extent.

A DIRECTOR TALKS, 


The Cause of Failure Attributed Solely to the 
Embezzlemeut. 


Mr. George Scott of the Scott-Jones Hat 
Company was the only director of the bank 
who could be found this afternoon. He said: 
‘*I do not think there is any doubt that the de- 
positors will be paid in full.’’ 

*‘*With regard to the stockholders?’’ 

‘‘I think there will be something left for 
them.’’ 

‘*Can you approximate the amount that can 
be paid on stock?’’ . 

‘‘No, I would not try it. 
learned that the 


When we 
cashier had embezzled 
so large a sum the Board of Direct- 
ors. met, and the sentiment of all 
was that the depositors should be paid in full, 


There are four or five principal stock- 
holders that I might name who 
do not care a snap of their 


fingers for their stock, and rather than any 
odium should attach tothem through losses 
of other persons in the bank, they would 
make those losses good.’’ 

‘*‘When was the discovery of Thomson’s 
shortage madv?’’ 
‘*Yesterday, I think.’’ 
‘**How was it made?’’ 


‘*Certain suspicious circumstances . led 
to it. I do not feel called upon to say 
exactly how it was made. I would 
willingly give you all the  informa- 


tionIcan on that point, butI prefer to be 


silent. The discovery was made and the board 
was called together. Mr. Greeley, who 
is not a member of the board, but 


is a large stockholder, proposed the proceed- 
ing which has been instituted, and for further 
information I must refer you to the complaint 
tiled in the court under which a receiver was 
appointed.’’ 

‘*‘It has been said by Thomson’s fricnds that 
be has not embezzled a cent, but the bank has 
qutered serious losses inthe course of busi- 
ness. 

‘‘Who says that? Why, I think tlie bill of 


complaint sets that out plainly enough. 
If it had not been for this de- 
falcation the bank would have had 


notrouble at all. The bank had bad debts 
like any business institution, but the percent- 
age was as small as in any well-managed 
bank.’’ 

‘*Then ifthe only impairment has been inthe 
loss of $40,000 embezzled by Thomson there 
willremain enough assets to make good all 
the depositors’ claims, and let the stock- 
holders out without loss?’’ 

“If it looks that way to you, you might say 
80. I cannot say it.’’

THE RECEIVER. 


Says the Depositors Will Get Their 
Money—Why the Doors Were Closed. 


Mr. Wm. H. Thompson, the receiver, was 
seen by a Post-DisPpaTcH reporter about the 
embezzling cashier. 

‘‘Iknow nothing about Mr. Thomson per- 
sonally, haying met him but a few times. I 
understand he was a connoisseur in 
art and connected with the purchase of many 
of the biggest pictures in the city.’’ 

‘*‘Do you know anything about the deposi- 

tors of the Provident?’’ 

‘*‘There must be a great many; their num- 
ber, even approximately, I ‘Cannot state. You 
see the Provident was the only bank of its

kind in the city. That is, it was a 
bank that received the smallest deposits 
and paid interest on them. It was 


different from the Boatmen’s which is a dis- 
count bank as well. Everybody turned in 
his savings there, however small. I myself 
had a deposit there for each of my children.’’ 

‘*When was Mr. Thomson last seen?’’ 

‘‘The watchman states that Mr. Thomson 
came down to the bank Sat- 
urday night and again Sunday 
morning, and it is generally 
understood he left the city Monday morning. 
The last public appearance was the latter part 
of last week, when Dr. Snyder, recently 
elected chaplain of the company in place of 
Rev. George ©. Betts, was presented with 
a fine testimonial. Mr. Thomson was present 
on that occasion and made the address of 
presentation. It must have been 
funny,’’ said Mr. Thompson, with a smile, 
‘‘tg see Thomson playing sucha big part in 
such an important ceremony, and then skip- 
pthg out a few days later.’’ 

w. H. Thompson, the receiver, was 
seen again and more closely inter- 
ogated in regard to the -stats of 
the bank’s finances aud when the depositors 


. 
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might expect any dividends, and his state- 
ments are very encouraging. He said: 

‘The bank was carefully managed, and few 
if any bad loans exist. There is asmall amount® 
of money on hand, how much I canno® 
exactly state, and the assets will be realized 
on as rapidly as possible and the depositors 
paid off.’’ 

‘*How much will the depositors receive, Mr. 
Thompson?’’ 

**They will undoubtedly be paid in full.’’ 

‘*How soon?’’ 

**That I cannot say; I find considerable 
real estate in the bank’s assets, and some 
of the loan assets may take time to 
recover, but I think all, or very 
nearly so, of the loans are good. It will 
take several weeks to get the affairs of the 
bank in shape to make ary cividends.’’ 

‘*Will the stockholders receive anything?’’ 

‘*I think they will, but cannot give any es- 
timate of how much, or when they may expect 
it. ’?, 

**What is the lees, ifany, by Cashier Thom- 
son?’’ 

*‘From the most careful investigation so far 
made, I do not think it will reach $50,000, and 
may not reach $45,000.’’ 

At this point the interview was interrupted 
by Mr. Huntington Smith, who said: ‘‘You are 
talking about the Provident tank, are you? 
That is what Iam bere to ask about Mr. 
Thompson ; has Bony run away?’’ 

‘*Yes, he has skipped,’’ said Mr. Thomp- 
son. 

“*Did he take any money with him?’’ in- 
quired Smith. 

‘*Yes; men usually do wherthey run away 
from a bank,’’ replied Thompson, with some 
asperity. 

Another gertleman, whose name could not 
be obtained, had also pushed his way into Mr. 
Thompson’s office in the Bank of Com.- 


meroe at this point and said: ‘This 
ruins me; all I had in the 
world, over $6,000, was inthat bank.’’ Mr. 


Thompson again reiterated his statement in 
regard to the bank paying depositors in full, 
and the excited gentleman left in an easier 
frame of mind. 

‘‘Mr. Thompson to get back to where we 
were before these gentlemen came in, if 
the shortage is only about $530,000 and 
the bank’s condition was as good as when the 
last statement was made, whiy in the world 
did you close it up?’’ 

‘*For the simple reason that the President 
had been sick for six months and 
the business had been entirely 
under the management of Mr. Thomson, 
and when the directors «iscovered that he 


was short in his accounts and had left 
the city, they did not know what 
else todo. They knew thatthe papers would

The Family Decline te “Make Any Statement 
Whatever.

‘‘Can you tell me where Mr. Thomson can be 
found?’’ she was asked.

THOMSBON’S WHEREABOUTS.

The whereabouts of the defaulting cashier 
appears to be a profound mystery which 
none of his friends can clear. He 
announced his intention of going to 
Sweet Springs withthe cavalry company and 
his friends thought he was there, but hints 
were let out early in the week that 
there was a mistake, but the matter 
was given no thought. He is not at Sweet 
Springs, and has not been there, but has os- 
tensibly been absent from the city and has 
not been at the bank since last week. 

Mr. Thomson’s habits of life have not been 
of the straightest, and it is reported 
among those who know him that there 
isawoman atthe bottom of his difficulties, 
one rumor having it that he left for Canada 
and had 4 companion on the 
trip. A gentleman who kifows Thomson 
declares positively that he saw him in the city 
as late as last evening, but did not speak to 
him. The belief that he Las gone to Canada 
prevails with many of his friends, who assert 
it pesitively as a fact.

THE ABSCONDING CASHIER. 


Mr. Thomson’s Life—His Artistic Connec- 
tions— Various Positions He Held. 


Mr. A. B. Thomson, the cashier, isa man of 
about 40 years ofage, of medium height, and 
light complexion. He wore 4 
rmaustache and full beard and 
his light blue eves were set inthe wrinkles o§ 
an ever-present and conciliatory smile. He 
was a gentieman of pleasing and polite ad- 
dress, and a graduate of Howard College. His 
disposition was one of light affabi and 
rather inclined him to be gay. Socially he 
had many connections. He commanded 
the only mounted commandery of Knights 
Templar, the Ivanhoe Commandery. He 
was also an active member of the 
St. Louis Light Cavalry, and for two years 
held the position of President- of that body. 
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Until the first of January he was Treasurer of 
the St. Louis Club. 

Mr. Yhomson was also a man of some 
force in local art circtés. His iuterest 
in that direction drew to the bank 
the business of Henry Pettes & Co., 
the art dealers, by whose failure the bank 
recently sustained considerable loss. Back 
in the 703 he was a mem.- 
ber of the St. Louis Sketch Club, 
when that organization was famous for its 
fortnightly receptions in its rooms above 
the bank. The principal burden of 
their artistic revels were borne at 
that time by the cashier above 
upon whom at present rests the financial 
cloud. It was the gentimcan’s custom, at 
times, to drop into the practical 
side of art himself in a friendly way, 
and some meritorious sketches in black 
and white in possession of the members of 
the old club mark his progress 4s 
A diletante. There are at the 
present time several young St. 
Louisans studying art abroad, who are 
maintained at least in part by commis- 
sions from Mr. Thomson, with whom 
they conduct a regular correspondence. 
It was Mr. Thomson’s custom to invest occa- 
sional sums in such works of art as he 
regarded: as gems and again trans- 
fer them at whatever advantage to 
himself that could be made. The bank at one 
time held several such HO col- 
lateral on loans, the last transaction, 
of that nature being with Mr. Pettes, 
a picture by Corot, which was sold to Mrs. 
Moses Rumsey. Mr. Thomson is married 
and has several children. His family reside 
at 3002 Chestnut street. 


The Defaulting Cashier’ Father. 


Mr. Almon B. Thomson, Sr., has boarded 
atthe St. James Hotel for five years. He re- 
tired from business some years ago and since 
then sustained & stroke of par- 
alysis, from which he has. al- 
most completely recovered, however. He 
is said to be well able to make good the short- 
age in the accounts at the bank, 
which, according to the latest information, 
amounts to between $48,000 and $49,000. The 
old gentieman made his money in early days 
as a liquor dealer in Illinois, and is 
quoted a3 a man of abundant 
wealth. Some of his friends said there was 
little doubt but that he would make the de- 
faication good.

THE PRESIDENT. 


A Wild Bumor About Him Denied by the 
Vice-President. 


As soon asthe announcement ofthe bank’s 
failure became current there were scores 
of wild rumors fiying about on the 
streets, among which’ was the picturesque 
story that James 8S. Garland, President 
of the bank, had defauited last January 
for $26,000. Mr. Swain, the Vice-President, 
denied this emphatically, and said that Mr. 
Garland had left St. Louis under the 
impression that he had softening 
ofthe brain. Mr. Swain said Mr. Garland 
owed the bank money, but it 
is secured. The money, however, was 
loaned him fn the ordinary business way, and 
Mr. Swain declares, so far as Mr. Garland’s 
conduct is concerned nothing can be said 
against him.

The Provident Savings Bank was organized 
in 1863. Mr. Thomson’s connection with the 
bank began as cashier in 1869. Two years ago 
the original charter of the bank expired 
and the present company was organized under 
the existing State law with a capital of $200,000, 
and a surpins of $20,000, with the following of- 
ticers: Jos. 8. . Garland, President; 
Thos. H. Swain, Vice-Prsident; Almon 
B. Thomson, Cashier. The Board of 
directors were Thos. H. Swain, J.S. Garland, 
Carlos B. Greeley, A. B. Thomson, W. E. Guy, 
W.P. Mullen, Geo. Scott, Chas..H. Smith and 
Benj. 8. Adams.

THE BANK’S CHARTER. 


it’s Reorganization and Its, History in 
Detail From Its Start. 


The Provident Savings iustitution was or- 
ganized February 28, 1863, undera special char- 
ter from the General Assembly of Missouri. 
The incorporators were J. P. Doan, the first 
President; Wm. Goshon, who was the Second 
President, S. A. Ranlett, who was the first 
Cashier and remained in that position 
till his death when he was succeeded 
by Almon B. Thomson; George Partridge, 
who succeeded Goshon as President; Carlos 8. 
Greely, who was the fourth President; Chas. 
A. Peck, Geo. P. Plant and Alfred Todd. In 
1872 the bank had been for several years pay- 
ing a 10 per cent dividend. The last 
dividend previous to its reorganization in 1889 
was in 1875. In 1878 the institution found itself 
in a bad position, as it had done a large 
business loaning money on real estate,and had 
to foreclose mortages given, in which it was 
opposed by counter-claimafts. In that year 
it was reported to be loaning exclusively on 
short business paper and took no long-time 
business. 

The charter of the company stipulated that 
all excess of profits over 10 per cent should 
go to the Provident Association of this city 
for charitable purposes, but with the 
exception of the first year of the 
bank’s existence no such allowance was 
made. Thedeposits of the bank increased 
three fold after its reorganization, and up to 
188ino dividends were declared, the holders 
of stock being satisfied with the investment, 
and not beingin need of revenue. The stock 
was then selling at par. 

Through the loans on real estate, which 
greatly depreciated in value, the capital was 
much impaired and the business of the cor- 
poration ran down to a low ebb. In 
1880 uw few of the heavier stock- 
holders, feeling a pride in sustain - 
ing the institvtion and also realizing the fact 
that the charter, a special one, conferred 
liberal powers and was really of value in 
itself, came to the front and not only furnished 
cash for presept wants but took steps toward 
a organization on a firmer basis. They 
found that the surplus of good 
assets was sufficient to warrant 
a capital stock of $65,000 only, and they took 
the necessary steps to reduce it to that 
figure, making the stock then worth par. 
They then subscribed $37,500 new stock, which 
they paidfor in cash at par, making a full 
capital of $100,000. The great trouble of the 
bank was holding so much real estate, against 
a part of which there were counter claims 
which prevented their realizing. This em- 
barrassed them very much. 

In November, 1882, the institution increased 
its capital stoek to $200,000, which was sub- 
scribed and full paid, the officers of 
the company then said. The basiness 
of the institution increased rapidly and proftt- 
ably until January, 1884, when the special 
charter expired, and the corporation was re- 
organized under the general law, and 
the name changed to the Provident 
Savings Bank. New stock was issued 
the former holders to the amount 
of $200,0v0, all assets and  liabill- 
ties the a tion’’ had at that 
time were transferred to the ‘‘bank.’’ 
The business continued profitably though not! 
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tosuch extent as formerly, and the character 

of the bank declined. While before it had been 
avery conservative institution, it was now said 
on the street to be taking risks that impaired 
its reputation. The general rumor had it that 
the bank was caring more for high interest on 
its loans than for good collateral, and such 
a course had its prejudicial effect. There 
have been few sales of stock in the 
bank’s history, though in the  Iast 
year it has been offered frequently. 
Investors avoided it, and while previous 
to this year it was quoted at par, the last sale 
on the street—January, this year—was at 98 or 
99. It was at that time the rumors of the bank’s 
method of business became most rife, and it 
was freely prophesied that the dank 
would fail in six months. Had any other sales 
been made the difference between the selling 
price aud par would have been greater. 
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HOW THE BANK LOST MONEY. 


Reverses Which Have Overtaken the Con- : 
cern in Its History. 


As it is said elsewhere, the difficulties of the 
bank have been well known on _ the 
street since January, and the mercan- 
tile agencies have advised depositors against 
dealing with the bank. The main reason of this 
wasthe tendency of the bank to do a broker- 
age business and their connection with 
insufficiently capitalized and weak business 
concerns. The failure of Gregg, 
the diamond merchant, will be 
remembered by business men as 
one of the greatest surprises in trade circles for 
years. Although it was thought his capital 
was small he failed for $80,000, and the 
loss to the Provident Savings Bank 
was not less than $20,000, a much 
larger debt being secured by diamonds 
which can not be sold until the termination of 
litigation brought by other claimants on the 
goods. The H. B. Pettes Importing Company 
was another surprise. The bank loaned that 
corporation largely on pictures, and after 
taking charge of the stock and selling it 
out a loss of nearly $10,000 was noted. 
The Pettes company had capital 
stock in the sum of $65 ,000, 
of which $62,000 was owned by H. B. Pettes. 
On the strength of this the loans 
were made and it later appeared 
that there never was as. inuch 
as $60,000 interested in the Importing Compa- 
ny. The bank’s fondness for queer assets had 
a peculiar manifestation on the failure 
of T. H. Thomas & Co., law book publishers. 
The bank had carried, several years previous, 
G.I. Jones & Co.,and in the failure of that firm 
acquired some Missouri law reports, bound 
volumes and plates. These were 
offered to W. J. Gilbert, law 
book publisher, at a price in 
excess of their value and he would not 
purchase. When Thomas & Com- 
pany failed Gilbert obtained pos- 
session of a number of Missouri Reports 
plates and wishing to complete his set, offered 
to buy the Jones plates of the bank. Instead of 
selling him the bank bought his plates and 
went into the business of publishing the re- 
ports, with T.H. Thomas as their agent. 
John Burns, the religious book publisher, 
left $4,000 assets in their hands when he falled. 
The Pope Metal Company, which failed two 
years ago, ieft a lot of barbed wire on 
the bank’s hands and itis understood it has 
been paying warehouse charges on 
tbe rolls ever since without being 
able to realize. The Anchor Milling 
company owes the bank some large sums, 
which loans are secured. Sometime in this 
year, it is known, Mr. Thomson loaned 
$3,000 of the bank’s' money to a painter 
without security. Mr. Thomson himself bor- 
rowed some time ago $15,000, which 
he sunk in the National Advertising Company, 
and about $5 ,000 which he also 
lost in a school book concern. 
He is interested in the Standard 
School Book Publishing Company, 
which is managed by J. N. Patrick, 
and was formed to take the plates of the de- 
funct company and revive it. Barnes & 
Wiederholt caused the bank heavy losses in 
their failure and other firms are imwnentioned to 
whom Thomson loaned money with but slight 
security.

SOME LOSSES. 


A Few of the People Who Were Caught by 
' the Bank. 

C. P. Stanley, the cigar and tobacco dealer 
on Olive street between Sixth and Seventh 
streets, deposited a check the 
bank for $500 at 11:20 a. m., just 
a few minutes before the bank closed its 
doors. He losses nothing by the check, how- 
ever, as he had the party drawing it up to 
stop payment on it at his bank. Mr. Stanley 
had been banking at the institution for eleven 
years past, and loses about $2,000 by the fail- 
ure. 

Mr. Charles F. Joy had $3,000 deposited in 
the bank. He sent a check for the 
full amount to New York and 
it should have reached there this 
morning. If it arrived and was cleared before 
news of the failure was received in the 
metropolis Mr. Joy will lose nothing, other- 
wise he will be out the $3,000. 

Charles Claflin Allen loses a few hundred by 
the failure; J. L. Taulty $200; T. 
H. Madden, the Olive street tailor, 
is out a few hundred and in 
fact half the stores along Vlive street lose 
more or less by the failure. John Robinson, 
the stenographer, lost all his savings, amount- 
ing to several thousands. 

K. F. Pugh lost $1,000, which he deposited a 
few days ago. 

Louis Schwab lost $3,000. 

Hamilton McCandless had $600, all his sav- 
ings, deposited in the bank, and there are 
thousands of others who lost sums ranging in 
amount.

SCENE ON °CHANGE. 


The Bank’s Business—Unfortunate Advances 
on Risky Collaterals. 


The announcement of the failure of the 
Provident Savings Institution created some 
little excitement on ’Change, as it was not 
known how far reaching its ef- 
fect might be, but this feeling 
s00n quieted down when it was learned that | 
no other banking houses could possibly 
be affected. The news was telegraphed 
to Chicago and New York, and had 
a temporarily depressing effect upon 
the speculative grain markets, as it 
had also locally. None of the leading firms or 
members of the Exchange were interested in 
this bank, but some few members had their 
money deposited there. Among them were 
a couple of grain speculators 
who had banked their winnings 
in the Provident Savings. One of these un- 
fortunates is a well-known stenographer and 
the other a Fourth street clerk. It was learned 
from a reliable source that the Provi- 
dent Savings bad done more of a pawn- 
broking than a legitimate banking 
business for some time past. They had paid 
more attention to the high rate of interest they 
had received than to the collateral deposited 
with them for security... They had 


advanced large sums to Pettes upon 
his pictures and other ._—_—s stock, 
and to Gregg, the diamond broker, upon 
which they lost. They had alsd a mortgage 
upon the Anchor Mills. Cashier Thomson 


was lately met in New York, where he was 


trying to dispose of all this paper, 
but 60 far as could be learned 
he was unsuccessful, as Wall street 


| was not satisfied with the security. Quitea 


large number of school-teachers had their 

money in this bank. This morning at the 

clearing-house their balance was $10,000 

credit, and their deposit account, according 

to their last statement, was a million dollars.

ON THIRD STREET. 


The Brokers Discuss the Failure—Stock 
Sold Yesterday at Par. 


When the news of the suspension became 
noised about on Third street a little after noon 
to-day, it became the sole topic of 
conversation in brokers’ offices and among 
groups of two, three and four composed 
of men interested in stocks and money gen- 
erally. A few men with blanched faces ran 
rantically around the vicinity of Third and 
Pine streets, inand out of brokering offices, 
questioning eagerly all comers and in- 
quiring for the cause of the bank’s 
closure. They were men who but an houror 
so previously had made deposits, either large 
or small, and were anxious as to prospects. 
The cause of the suspension was speculated 
upon generally, and nobody seemed to know 
just what was at the bottom of it. Oné 
broker, who formerly had been a director in 
the bank, said that so far as he knew the 
only cause could be found in some sudden 
calamity, and that later developments would 
undoubtedly prove this to be true. 

THE VALUE OF THE STOCK. 

Of the $200,000 worth of the capital stock of 
the bank but littie has been onthe market of 
late; that is to say, not more than of any other 
fairly valuable stock. Yesterday the stock sold 
on Third street for par. The face value of the 
stock was $100 per share, the total number of 
shares being 2,000. Of this twenty-six shares 
were sold yesterday and one or two small 
transactions were closed at par. 

A STRANGE INCIDENT. 

Mr. John Blessing of the broker firm of Gay- 
lord, at No. 305 Olive street, stated that 
this morning a prominent businéss man 
connected with the Provident Association 
entered the office ofthe firm, and, ina very 
excited manner, offered alarge block of the 
stock for sale. The man did not assign any 
particular reason for his sudden offer 
nor for the size of the block and Mr. Blessing, 
although he thought that the manner of the 
man and the number of shares he was 
willing to throw off was remarkabie, 
thought no more of the matter until the news 
of the failure became definitely known. The 
incident then appeared to him to be of some 
significance. 

NO EFFECT ON THE BANKS. 

**So far as the effect of the bank’s suspen- 
sion on other banks is concerned,’’ said 
Mr. Leonard Mathews of the firm of Mathews 
& Whittaker, ‘‘there will absolutely be 
none. In fact, no more than the failure ofa 
small cigar dealer would have upon any large 
tobacco manufacturing firm.’’ 


The Last Depositors. 


James M. Sullivan of the House of Delegates 
deposited $200in the bank thirty minutes be- 
fore the door closed. W. H. Frazer, the candy 
man, placed $243 onthe counter at 11 o’clock, 
and arepresentative of Clark, Stuyvesant & 
Co. called to get his book, which bad been left 
for balancing. He said his firm did not have 
more than $300 in the bank, but they were that 
much indebted to the institution and would 
lose nothiny. 


Heavy Stockholders. 


The two largest stockhoiders in the bank 
were Carios 8S. Greeley and Mrs. James Smith. 
The lady is the widow of the late Jas. Smith, 
who donated $200,000 towards one of Dr. 
Elliott’s educational institutions. 
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LOOSE METHODS. 


Current Reports of the Way the Bank Did 
Business. 


The Provident Savings was established prin- 
cipally as a banking institution for the small 
class of depositors, making a specialty of re- 
ceiving small sums for time deposit upon 
which interest was alloweu. The rate they 
allowed was 4 per cent, which in itself was 
about 1 per cent more than is usually 
allowed by banks. As money can ard has 
been for some time borrowed on call at 
6 per cent, bankers generally agree that 
the institution could make little if any money 
at the difference the President paid 
on deposits .and the rate they re- 
ceived on loans. They had few com- 
mercial borrowers, and depended mainly 
upon outside customers, whose paper other 
banks did not care about handling. 
They aimed principally at obtaining time 
paper, whether the security was deemed good 
or not,and their system of loaning money was 
characterized as very loose, to say 
the least. Their current deposits, 
according to their latest statement, was 
$600,000, thus exceeding their time deposits, 
which amounted to $400,000, 
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An Attachment Suit Filed. 


Cornelius C. Sanborn late this afternoon en- 
tered an attachment suit against Almon B. 
Thomson to recover $4,0000n a note. Carlos 
S. Greeley was one of the sureties on the 
attachment bond. 


The Directors Are Liable. 


Vice-President Swain said every dollar’s 
worth of the stock was paid up and the 
stockholders were not liable at all for 
the deficiency. A number of promineht 
bankers were seen and. they state 
that the directors are responsible for 
every dollar of the defalcation. This is the 
banking law of the State and makes the board 
stand between the depositors and loss from 
the peculations ofany employe of the bank, 
on the ground that their judgment is depended 
on in the selection of every one in the bank 
from the cashier down. 

The point of liability of the Board of Direc- 
tors will have to be settled by legal suit 
should the bank fail to recover 
fully from the bondsmen: The pointin this 
case is the same as that suggested 
in the Oby OwenS case. If the 
depositors.can show negligence on the part 
of the Board of Directors, who are 
presumed to exercise a super- 
visory control which will prevent 
defaication by officers of the bank, then 
the Directors are liable and can be sued 
successfully. The establishment of negli- 
gence is @ question of law and evidence. 
Thomson’s criminal and civil liability for all 
deposits received after the first irregularity are 
beyond question.

Is He Dead? 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., July 14.—The body of

THE NEW WIGGINS. 

The Rev. IRL Hicks, who has started 
out to supplant both Wi1GGiNs and the 
Weather Bureau, finds himself unex- 
pectedly confronted by a competitor in 
the person of the meteorological editor of 
the Globe-Democrat. The meteorological 
department of the Globe-Democrat is 
edited with such care and accuracy that 
its cable correspondents at the different 
courts of Europe are regularly compli- 
mented by all royal personages on the 
accuracy of its forecasts. It is well 
known that Queen Victoria hardly ever 
starts out fora drive without sending for 
the Globe-Democrat’s special correspond- 
ent and asking him what he thinks of tbe 
weather, and Kaiser WILHELM picks out 
his day’s uniform according to the same 
veracious prophecies. 

It is doubtless with a view of making its 
hindcasts equal its forecasts that our es- 
teemed matutinal meteorologist has re- 
cently amended the barometrical and 
thermometrical readings to a new scale. 
Last Thursday, in an elaborate articletell- 
ing what the weather was and why it was 
not otherwise, the meteorological editor 
remarked: 

Another remarkable thing is that a severe 
wind of any kind should have occurred. The 
temperature throughout the West was about 
equal, and the barometer only ten inches be- 
low the highest at any other place in the coun- 
try, and so slight a variance could scarcely 
account for the formation of a hurricane. 

Of course a variation of ‘‘only ten 
inches’’ in a barometer must be too slight 
to account for anything, if our WIGGINS 
tells us so, but the novelty of the new 
reading is rather startling. One must get 
accustomed to these things, however, for 
this morning’s weather report boldly at- 
tacks the thermometer with a more re- 
markable innovation. It says: 


The mercury in the thermometer yesterday 
managed to climb just three-tenths ofan inch 
higher than ithad gone on any day of the 
present summer. 


It is painful to reflect that a stupid and 
hide-bound Weather Bureau at Washing- 
ton continues to disregard this new im- 
provementinthe work of science, and 
still measures the readings of the ther- 
mometer by degrees, and reads from ba- 
rometers in which ‘‘a variance of only 
ten inches” is an impossibility.

ATTENTIONS IN THE WRONG DIRECTION 
LEAD TO A SUIT FOR DIVOKCE.

Fifty Thousand Dollars Damages Claimed 
for a Poplar Street Track Accident— 
Dangers of Level Crossings for Street- 
Car Passengers—New Suits Filed and Mat- 
ters in Litigation To-Day. ¢ 


Judge Dillon @o-day granted an order of 
publication in the divorce case of Mrs. Mary 
Greene against Geo. W, Greene. They were 
married December 13, 1882, and lived together 
until March 18 of the present year. Mrs.Greene 
alleges that she _ treated her  hus- 
band with kindness and affection and 
did everything in her power to make him 
happy and comfortable. She complains that 
he rendered her condition intolerable by the 
most cruel and barbarous treatment, that he 
subjected her to cruel indignities, wounded 
her feelings and caused her great 
sorrow, anxiety and distress of mind. 
Mrs. Greene says that her husband 
sometimes kicked her and acted otherwise 
brutally. He {failed to provide her with any 
clothes and acted unkindly and with undue 
severity toward the child.

She asks the court to award her the custody of 
the child, Mary Josephine, and to grant her 
alimony.

exch lost $100. The Chinamen grew so boister- 
ous that Choo Shung got afraid of the con- 
stables and threatened to stop themain. The 
second, third, fourth and fiith rounds were 
won by New York birds and the Mott street 
Chinamen raked in $900. 

The tables. turned in the sixth inning in 
which two plump light weights took 
part. It wasthe fiercest tussle of the day. 
The New York bird forced the fighting from 
tie start, pecking and hammering the Newark 
bird until it was almost insensible. Their 
wings and feathers were clotted and it was 
hard fighting. Over $1,200 were staked on the 
New York sparrow. The Chinamen were be- 
tide themselves with joy.

A STIFF NORTHEASTER. 


Chicago Visited by a Severe Gale—Accidents 
to Sailing Crafts. ‘ 


CHICAGO, July 14.—Last night’s storm was a 
severe one onthe lake. The wind blew great 
gustsfand nearly all night there was a furious 
gale. Notwithstanding theseverity of the storm 
there were comparatively few accidents to 
vessels reported this morning.

Several vessels laden with lumber and bark 
came in during the early hours of the morning, 
bat none of them reported any accidents from 
the storm.

A Newark Baker Nearly Murders His Faith- 
less Wife. 


NEw YORK, July 14.—At 2 o’cloek yesterday 
morning, James Carr, a baker, of Newark, N. 
J., exclaimed: ‘‘I will bet some one isin my 
house,’’ and putting on his coat started for 
home. Carr, on entering his house, went at 
once to his wife’s bed-room, He saw a hat 
and coat on the floor which did not belong to 
him, His wife lay still in bed asif asleep. A 


hurried inspection of the premises convinced 
him that the intruder was not in the house. 
Hurrying into the yard, he found Mathew 
Purcell, a baker, inscant apparel, secreted in 
a shed. Carr made a rush for him but 
Purcell nimbly scaled a fence and ran 
down Crane street. Oarr then entered the 
house and walked straight to his wife’s bed- 
room. He locked the door and then wrencbed 
arung from achair. Withouta word of warn- 
ing, he walked over to the bed upon which his 
wife was lying and struck her with the rung on 
the top of her head. She screamed, and 
springing from the bed, fell upon her knees, 
begging him notto murder her. He answered 
her only with a succession of heavy blows 
with thechairrung. Her cries attracted the 
attention of Mrs. Lindsey, who lives on the 
floor above. She ran down-stairs, and finding 
the door of Mrs. Carr’s room locked, she burst 
it from its hinges. She weiglis nearly two 
hundred pounds. Carr had his wife by the 
bair and was raining savage blows upon her 
upturned face, Mrs. Lindsey rushed at him 
and tried to drag him from his victim. Inthe 
scuffie which foilowed, Carr’s shirt was torn 
from his backand Mrs. Lindsey was thrown 
in one corner.

The Kind of Favors Exchanged Between 
Miss Starr and Miss Harvey—-A Marked 
Difference in Kisses—How This Particular

A woman kissing a woman can ape é@ach par- 
ticular element in the kiss of a man and 
woman, but the sum total will vary. There 
will be something lacking which will leave a 
hollow, mocking vacancy in the yearning 
fancy ofthe spectator. ° 

Take for instance the kisses that Miss Har- 
vey and Miss Stafr daintily shower on each 
other in ‘‘Prince Methusalem.’’ It is a capital 
illustration of the subject. They fairly pour 
kisses on each other; thev pretend to be des- 
perately in ‘love—love-sick; they try to gaze 
with melting tenderness into each other’s 
eyes and to woo the warmth of the love- 
kindling deity. 

And yeteachand every kiss, and all the 
kisses and the entire kiss scene and combina- 
tion are distinct failures. 

This is shown in the waythe kisses are re- 
ceived when they are given. Ifit werea real 
lover, or even a pretty tenor, giving the 
kisses, instead of Miss Harvey, there would 
be asigh of sympathy from every throat in 
the garden. As itis, asmile passes along the 
rows and is registered in the dim light of moon 
and gas jet. 

Miss Harvey grasps Miss Starr’s waistina 
whole-hog encircling way that promises to 
pan something fervorous and rapturous. 
They nestle together as if each expected a 
sweet and sugary return, and then they begin 
to kiss,and they kiss and kiss until, ifthe 
kisses were lovers’ kisses, the mercury would 
run up among the leaves of the trees and the 
heat would scorch the wings and melt the ice 
in McNeary’s refrigerator. 

As itis, the mercury drops a peg or two and 
a slight shiver creeps over the front rows. 

The lips of the two kissers meet and part 
and meet and part, time and again, with vigor 
and force, but not one single spark of warmth 
is struck off. 

Instead of looking into each other’s eyes 
with that fixed, searching, dissolving glance 
that half closes the eyelids and puts the mid- 
die-aged people into reminiscent moods, 
while it sends .the hands of the young- 
sters out into the dark to search 
for affinities, their eyes drop and 
look at the opposite mouth as if 
to find the precise spot to plant the kiss. 
Lovers could look for souls in the melting 
depths of eyes and would let the mouths take 
care of themselves, and they would too. They 
would get there in the dark. ; 

The idea of two fervent kissers watching 
each other’s mouths asiithey were not cer- 
tain exactly what they were running against, 
or as if they were not sure it was all right, or 
as if they had to locate the right spot, is ab- 
surd. Itis preposterous. It makes the cold 
chills run down a moonlight picnicker’s back 
to think ofit. Toadim-light and dark-parior 
couple itis simply laughable. Itisarefiection 
on lovers of all times, ages and conditions. 

With all the vigor which is thrown into the 
kisses there is one element which is noticeably 
lacking. This is the pause when the lips meet. 
It is the distinct ear-mark of the lover’s kiss, 
and all the fuss and fervorand impulsethrown 
around it cannot make up for its absence. It 
stamps the supreme moment of the sensation; 
when the inner sweetness getsin its work; 
when affinities reach out and clasp hands; 
when the cohesiveness is strongest; when the 
atomic attraction gives the hardest pull; when 
the touch of the lips merges into the contact 
of souls. 

A kiss without it is like a lobster salad with- 
out the lobster; ice cream without the 
cream; a bouquet without flowers; a 
pate de foie gras without the foie gras; a rip- 
pling brook without water; a seal-skin sacque 
without the seal-skin; a Thanksgiving din- 
ner withoutthe turkey; a moonlight picnic 
without the moon; a dance without music; a 
hug without the girl. Inaword it is a kiss 
without love,love without sentiment,and sen- 
timent without soul. 
Itis nota kiss at all. It isa mere bird’s 
peck; a delusion; an evanescent shadow;a 
mockery; an attenuated skeleton without 
blood or flesh; a mere frame work of bones 
and clothes. 
It is a kiss with an overcoat and mufflers on. 
It gives the spectators the cold chills.

DEAD BEATS IN WASHINGTON, 


The Costly Experience of a Well-to-Do 
Lobbyist. 


By ‘Telegraph to the PosT-DISPaTCE. 

New York, July 14.—‘‘I have just returned 
from atrip to Washington. Ihave lost nearly 
all my confidence in human nature. I shall 
avoid that place as much as possible in the fu- 
ture.’’ The speaker was the agent ofa large 
manufacturing house in this city, and when- 
ever the tariff tinkers get to work in Congress, 
he is sent to Washington to look after the in- 
terests of his firm. ‘‘I have had considerable 
experience in Washington,’’ he continued,

saw. I did not know there were so many 
tramps and dead-beats in the country. I had 
scarcely finished registering my name when a 
man inthe last stages of intoxication rolled 
up against me and claimed my acquaintance.

He waved 
his hand and said: ‘Oh, it’s of no conse- 
quence.’ On my arrival here a couple of days 
azo, lfoundadrafton me from this man for 
$23. Hesaidina note that he owed a bill for 
furniture, and he should take it as a favor if I 
wouid take up the draft and allow him to pay 
for it by some service he might be able to ren- 
der me in the future. I met hundreds like him. 
They dress pretty well, and the majority of 
them have seen better days. it is wonderful 
how quickly they spot a stranger. They 
do not wait for an introduction but throw 
themselves in your way and begin conversa- 
tion on the slightest provocation. They have 
many ingenious ways and have reduced the 
art of deadbeatism down toascience. If Il was 
asked once I was asked fifty times for ‘a tein- 
porary loan,’ and what’s more remarkable, 
none of the amounts requested, with the ex- 
ception of the one noted, exceeded $10. What 
makes these Washington deadbeats more 
dangerous is their frequent disguises. Senator 
Smith may introduce you toone of them with- 
out thinking of or really Knowing his character, 
and before you have been in conversation long 
he will strike you for a loan. His story is 
always plausible, and meeting him as you do 
you generally come down. I have paid for my 
experience.’’
